FEDERAL MEN 
OPPOSE SECRECY 


is Undue Concession to United 
Shoe Machinery 


DECLARES iT 1S PROTECTIVE 


Brief Says “A Menace to the Stability 
of Our Judicial System”—The Rul- 
ing and Question of Procedure New 
In This Country—Says Public Has 
Right to Hear Testimony and to 
Read the Same 


Washington, Sept. 5.—It is the offi- 
cia. opinion of the federal department 
of justice, as expressed in its brief 
upon the question whether the testi- 
mony in the case of the United Shoe 
Machinery company of Boston, shall 
be given in public or in private—an 
Opinion just now of peculiar interest 
because Representative G. W. Norris 
of Nebraska threatens to ask  con- 
gress to investigate the federal court 
in Massachusetts, which has ruled 
that testimony shall be given in 
secret—that: 

“Nothing, it seems to-us, can afford 
a greater menace to the stability of 
cur judicial system than that the 
court should make to the public, in a 
matter which so greatly concerns the 
it, the announcement: ‘You have no 
right to enter here or to listen to what 
the witnesses are saying. That it -is 
of vital moment to you is of no con- 
sequence. The interests of the Unit- 
ed Shoe Machinery company, and its 
Officials, are paramount and must be 
protected. The publicity which has 
prevailed, and which has been un- 
questionably recognized in other cir- 
cuits with respect to these impor- 
tant cases, shall not obtain here.’” 

In this vigorous language Attorney 
General Wickersham’s assistants 
criticise the ruling of the federal cour’. 
of the first judicial circuit. Both the 
ruling and the question of legal pro- 
cedure which was brought up, are, it 
is pointed out, new in this country, 
and both are characterized by the de- 
partment as ‘most important.” For 
the rule of publicity has been admitted 
to apply at public hearings before an 
examiner in all suits so far brought by 
the United States under the Sherman 
anti-trust act. As these suits are 
brought under the statue of the Uni- 
ted States which is founded, to quote 
the department's brief again, “not up- 
on economic priciples, but upon a 


fundamental principle of liberty,” it | 


is not surprising that Mr. Wicker- 
sham’s department is earnestly en- 
ceavoring to secure a reversal of the 
ruling. 

It is a curious fact that there is no 
formal court rule which applies to the 
particular case in hand. This is the 
thing that causes the department to 
hesitate and to search about for pre- 
cedents, although its emphatic langu- 
age is sufficient evidence that it be- 
lieves that its case is a clear and a 
sound one. The department, how- 
ever, has drawn up a statement of the 
broad principles upon which a general 
rule can be formulated: “All judicial 
preceeding,” runs the tentative draft, 
“whether criminal or civil, and 
whether of public or private interest, 
shall be held with open doors, except 
where evidence or arguments are 
obnoxious to public decency or to 
public morals, or where a disclosure 
of that which is being said would de- 
feat what it is the whole purpose of 
the proceedings to keep concealed.” 

A nice distinction between “publica- 
tion” and “publicity” is made by the 
government in its brief. The argu- 
ment has been made by the defend- 
ants in the suit that the testimony 
will be given “publication” when the 
bearings are done, and that, in con- 
sequence, it cannot be charged that 
the evidence is being suppressed, or 
that due “publicity” is not given. But 
the government points out that it is 
“a total misapprehension of the rule 
for which the government is contend- 
ing here and of its raison d’etre to 
suppose that the principle for which 
we are striving is complied with if 
what a witness is saying or what is 
transpiring today before the court or 
its representative authorized to re- 
ceive it, though behind closed doors, 
Is ultimately spread upon the recogds 
in the clerk’s office in extenso. The 
right of the public is to hear testi- 
mony, and that is not accorded when 
it is given merely the privilege to 
read it.”

Boston, Sept. 5.—Bertram G. 
Spencer, sentenced to die in the elec- 
tric chair’ at the state prison at 
Charlestown during the week of Sept. 
16 for the murder of Miss Martha B. 
Blackstone, a Springfield school 
teacher, at Round Hill, this city, 
March 31, 1910, has entered the 
death cell. 


Basket Masts a Failure 

Norfolk, Va., Sept. 5.—Firing 
tests by battleships of the Atlantic 
fleet upon a “basket mast” on the hull 
of the old San Marcos in Tangier 
sound are said to have demonstrated 
that the battlemasts of ships in the 
United States navy could not with- 
stand the raking fire of actual. war- 
fare.

1 W,W, WEAVERS 
‘STRIKE IN LOWELL 


English Speaking Operatives 
Refus3 to Join 


Lowell, Mass., Sept. 5.—Three 
bundred and thirty I. W. W. weav- 
ers, who went on strike because the 
Appleton company. mill management 
refused to discharge or force their 
other weavers to join the organiza- 
tion, voted to continue their fight in- 
definitely. The mill officials are em- 
phatic that they will not give in. 

“If the places of the 300 strikers are 
not filled in a few days the mill will 
be closed,” Agent F. E. Bowen said: 
“The miil people are determined to 
fight to the limit on such an unreason- 
able demand as the I. W. W. has 
made this time.” Agent Bowen con- 
tinued: 

“The strikers are practically all for- 
eigners, Greeks, Portuguese and 
Poles. The English speaking weavers 
are the ones who refused to quit 
work. Today about 600 out of 2362 
jooms in the mill were running.” 


STANLEY 1S HELD 


Recent Superintendent Lawrence City 
Home Accused of Larceny 
Lawrence, Mass., Sept. 5.—James 
J. Stanley, former superintendent of 
the city home and a very prominent 
man in political circles, was ordered 
held for the grand jury in $1500 bail. 
He is charged in five complaints with 
the larceny of about $1100 worth of 
furnishings and money from the home. 
Alderman Robert Maloney, director 
of the department of public health 
and charities, removed Staniey from 
office and then brought the charges 

against him after investigation. 


Young Hero Dies 

Everett, Mass., Sept. 5.—In a vain 
attempt to rescue 7-year-old George 
F. Plunkett, William Rollins, Jr., 
who was 14, was drowned in a clay- 
pit near the boulevard. The Plunkett 
boy started to cross the pit on a 
plank, lost his balance and fell in. 
Rollins also plunged in while trying 
to help his companion. Persons pass- 
iug saw the accident hut reached the 
pit too late. 


Rooseveit to Testify 

Washington, Sept. 5.—Theodore 
Roosevelt is expected to appear Oct. 
2 or 3 before the special senate com- 
mittee investigating campaign con- 
tributions to testify regarding the al- 
Jegations of John D. Archbold and 
Senator Penrose that the Standard 
Oil company gave $100,000 to the Re- 
publican national committee of 1904 
with his approval.

Bisbee, Ariz., Sept. 4.—Trooper 
Saddler of the Fourth United States 
cavalry was struck by lightning and 
killed while riding near Fort Huachua, 
Kight cartridges in his belt were ex- 
ploded.

The Papuans have no metals and no 
pottery. “The people at Parimau have 
A small piece of iron about the size of 
a chisel, used for carving their canoes 
and paddles, for which the enormous 
price of three dogs had been paid, so 
they informed us, to the people of Wa 
katimi,” says A, F. R. Wollaston in bis 
“Pygmies and Papuans.” Tbe Papuan 
dogs, by the way, never bark, “but 
they make up for this defect by their 
extraordinary power of howling.” as if 
carried away by an ecstasy of sorrow. 
Tbe Tapiro pygmies carry their knives, 
the flint implements of prehistoric man, 
in a skillfully netted bag worked in a 
figure of eight stitch and use the sharp 
flakes not only for cutting purposes, but 
for scraping down the wood of their 
bows and for pointing and ornament- 
ing their arrows. They carry about 
with them also a sleeping mat fabri- 
cated by a woman out of pandanus 
leaves, some tobacco, which they smoke 
in a cylinder of bamboo, and their ap- 
paratus for fire naking—the split stick, 
the coiled rattan and the tinder.

Niee things come so easily and 
with so little preliminary fuss, we 
often fail to appreciate their coming.

Hardly a yard in Andover is without 
its flowers all through the summer, 
and the humblest cottage often 
really vies with the extensive estate 
in showing rare specimens of some 
of the more common flowers. Civic 
pride of the better sort aiong many 
tines has followed the flower habit, 
and “Floral Andover” today means 
many other things besides flowers 
and green lawns. 

The exhibition now under way 
under the direction of the Florists 
and Gardeners, is now an annual 
giver of delight to Andover people, 
but no one should be satisfied with 
the public exhibition alone. The en- 
tire town is a slow in its exhibit of 
flowers and gardens, and wherever 
one may be he will become convinced 
of this fact. While there are hun- 
dreds of notable gardens, two spots 
that should not be overlooked are in 
mind at this writing. Brechin Ter- 
race is noted elsewhere and it is 
doubtful if such a mass of bloom 
can be found anywhere else in An- 
dover, Jt is not alone a beautiful 
show of flowers, but because it is the 
work entirely of men who toil every 
day, it-is a wonderful illustration of 
how men who are tied to regular 
daily duty can find real refreshment 
and recreation in making plants 
grow and flowers flourish. 

The other particular bit of beauti- 
fying that is a really notable. addition 
this year is the lawn and flower bed 
at the engine house. The work has 
been done by the men of the ‘com- 
pany and while it is not an elaborate 
show, it is a splendid example of 
what can be done with a bare spot 
of earth if only a little of nature- 
loving gets behind the planting and 
the care-taking. 

Scores of other really notable ex- 
amples of flower culture that are un- 
usual might be referred to, all em- 
phasizing the present day widespread 
interest in making the flowers an 
ever-increasing part of every man’s 
home, and all combined making An- 
dover “Floral Andover.”

Then, too, 
a decided increase in friendly _ri- 
valry among the flower growers has 
been evident, a condition resulting 
almost entirely from the influence of 
*“» exhibitions, and the praiseworthy 
interest which has been taken by 
both private individuals and corpora- 
tions in the offering of special 
awards. Nowhere has this spirit of 
competition been more noticeable 
than among the people of Brechin 
Terrace, whose gardens have been 
so attractive during the past weeks. 
Interest is also keen among the 
children, one of the incentives being 
the special children’s prizes offered 
by the Townsman. 

Contrary to former years-there are 
no exhibits by out of town florists 
or nurserymen. One of the chief 
problems which have confronted the 
flower show committee has been the 
lack of space in which to take care 
of the abundance of flowers and 
vegetables brought in by competit- 
ors. It was therefore decided this 
year to eliminate outside exhibits, 
and use the space gained in that way 
to better advantage by giving it to 
the local gardeners. 

The judges for the show are 
William Riggs of Auburndale, Frank 
Little of Haverhill, and Mr. Bernd- 
ston of Swan & Berndston, Lawrence, 


Obituary 


J. NEWTON COLE’ 


The sudden death of J. Newton 
Cole announced on Wednesday in the 
Boston papers, came home to the 
people . of Andover. with peculiar 
force, for while Mr. Cole had not 
been a resident of Andover for a 
number of ‘years, his close identity 
with the town during the long period 
when he lived here, has made him an 
Andover citizen. 

Mr. Cole’s death was due to heart 
failure, and came suddenly while he 
was in his office in the Ames Build- 
ing on Tuesday afternoon. Late in 
the afternoon he was found by one 
of his associates lying on the floor 
where he had evidently dropped with- 
out attracting the attention of any 
of the other occupants of the build- 
ing. A physician was hastily sum- 
moned, but found life extinct when 
he arrived. Mr. Cole had been ap- 
parently in the best of health, and so 
far as can be learned, no complaint 
had been made by him of feeling ill, 
but on the contrary, from his round 
of golf the day before at his summer 
home, and his usual good spirits, his 
associates had felt there was no pos- 
sible suggestion of any such sudden 
demise. 

J. Newton Cole was born in Box- 
ford in 1857, and' received his educa- 
tion in the public schools of that 
town, and at the Lawrence High 
School. From there he came to the 


Smith & Dove office then located at. 


Frye Village, and was employed by 
the Smith & Dove Company for a 
number of years, going from there to 
the position of secretary of the F. L. 
Ames estate in Boston, where he had 
made an enviable reputation as a busi- 
ness man. 

Among-his other activities in con- 
nection with the Ames estate, he was 
secretary and treasurer of the Cal- 
everas Copper Company, and a di- 
rector in several of the corporations 
in which the Ames estate is closely 
connected. 

Mr. Cole’s life in Andover was a 
constant contribution to the best in- 
terests of the town. He was promi- 
nent in the Free church, where he 
held at various times all the import- 
ant offices in that society through 
which he could contribute his excel- 
lent judgment and his willing service 
to the good works of that society. 
For fourteen years he was a member 
of the Andover School Committee, 
ard for much of that time chairman 
of the Board. No man contributed 
more to the success of the Andover 
public schools than he, by his inter- 
ested service and his intelligent di- 
rection of the Overseeing committee. 

He was also a member of Andover 
Council, No. 65, Royal Arcanum. 

Mr. Cole was married to Miss 
Minnie Kimball, who died several 
years ago. Two children survive the 
first marriage, a son, Harold, and a 
daughter, Marion. He is also stir- 
vived by his second wife and an in- 
fant daughter. Upon his removal 
from Andover he took up his resi- 
dence in Cambridge. 

Two sisters, Mrs. Abby S. Gage 
and Mrs. Mary E. Todd of Andover, 
and a brother, Jefferson K. Cole of 
Peabody, also survive the deceased. 

Funeral services are being held this 
afternoon in Cambridge, conducted 
by his Cambridge Pastor, assisted by 
Rev. F. A. Wilson. The interment 
will be in Andover.

The Brechin Terrace Gardens 


Andover is always attractive and 


especially at this season of the year. 
' Gardens and lawns are now at the 
| height of their beauty, and enjoy- 


ment in them is felt by visitor and 
year-round resident alike.’ 

The town has many estates which 
Show the skill of the landscape gar- 
dener, and almost all the smaller 
private homes are surrounded by at- 
tractive lawns and gardens, but there 
are few, if any parts. of Andover, that 
show the possibilities of the » little 
ground plots and yards of. the tene- 
ment houses as does Brechin Ter- 
race, the street in Abbott Village 
on which ‘stand the ten or a dozen 
cottage houses built a few years ago 
by the Smith & Dove Company for 
the use of its operatives. 

Attractiveiy laid out as the terrace 
is, with its strip of green running 
down. the center, it is now doubly 
pleasing with the multitude of 
blooms in. the gardens which line 
both sides of the street, The major- 
ity of the cottagers have utilized

David 
Guthrie, surrounded by asters, salvia 
and other blooms. The gardens of 
Geo. Devermond, Mrs. Valentine 
and David Lane also deserve com- 
ment. One of the most beautiful 
beds of single asters noted was that 
of Robert Auchterlonie. Large and 
many colored, they were such as any 
gardener might well be proud of. 

Leaving Brechin Terrace, the gar- 
ryden of Stewart Fraser on the right 
hand side of the road is also worthy 


of mention. Laid out on a side slope 
are beds of salvia, petunias, asters, 
snandragon, stock, dahlias, zinnias, 


marigolds, and many. others. 

The sticcess and interest of the 
vardeners of Brechin Terrace and 
Abbott Village is partly due and is 
withont douht greatly increased hy 
the efforts of the Smith & Dove Co. 
in furthering the beautifying of the 
tenements and cottages and by the 
inflrence of the Flower Show, in 
which many of: the cottagers ¢om- 
nete. . Still. the main root of the 
whole lies in the love of the flowers 
far their own sake and in the innate 
skill which only the true gardener

“Miss Isabella Walker and Mrs. 
Arabella Walker Chureh, twins, re- 
siding in Fall River, where, for the 
last nine years they have made their 
home with nieces, are now well 
started on their eighty-second years, 
having observed their eighty-first 
birthday on December 8 last. 

“With the exception of the period 
from 1860 to 1890 they have never 
been separated. Until they went to 
Fall River, nine years ago, they had, 
from the time they were four years 
of age, resided in either Millis or 
Andover, and they had come in

College, whom they remember. lai 
tinctly and very aivasant Then 
they returned to Millis, and there, in 
1860, Miss Arabella was married to 
Frederick L. Church, at that time a 
teller in the Old National Bank of 
Boston, but for many years, ‘until 
his death about 31890, cashier of the 
institution. They went to live in 
Andover, where Mr. Church was a 
deacon of the Andover Theological 
Seminary church, where, in their 
comfortable and attractive “home, 
they entertained largely and came to 
know and be known by hundreds of 
persons who at oné time or another 
were connected with the seminary or 
other institutions of the ‘town, in- 
cluding professors, theologians and 
students at Phillips Andover. 

“Miss Isabella had meantime lived 
quietly in Millis, for a time in the 
Walker house, and, after the home 
was broken up, with a sister-in-law. 
Then, on thé death of Mr, Church, 
she went to Andover and took up 
again the interrupted life with her 
twin sister. 

“Mrs, Church had no children, and 
she ‘and her sister, moving nearer 
the. center of the town, continued to 
reside there; first on Central street, 
and later on Main street, until 1903, 


when they went to Fall River. 
“Miss alker and Mrs, Church are 
the only survivors of their family. 


One brother, Rev. Augustus Walker, 
was a missionary to Turkey, He 
served there for ten years, in the 
early days of missionary effort, re- 
turned to this country on a brief 
visit and then went back to the-land 
ef the Sultan, only to die from 
cholera, ~ His widow for many years 
conducted the home for ‘missionaries’ 
children at Auburndale. 

“Another brother, Rey. Horace 
Walker, was a pastor of the Con- 
gregational church, first at Abing- 
ton and later at Bridgewater, while 
a third brother, John, carried on his 
father’s cotton thread mill at Millis. 
Their sister, Elmira R. Walker, was 
the wife of Rev. E. A. Buck, from 
1867 until his death in 1903, the city 
missionary of the Central Congrega- 
tional church of Fall River, and wide- 
ly esteemed among all classes for his 
work among the poor. 

“Dean Walker, the father of the 
old ladies, was the first in this coun- 
try to make lace by machinery, set- 
ting up in his plant at Rockville ma- 
chines which he had brought from 
Paris... He was also one of the in- 
ventors of the Boyd and Walker 
sewing machine, He died in 1875 
at the age of eighty-two.”

FEAR OUTBREAK 


Against Foreigners in Mexico City 
Through General Plot 

Mexico City, Sept. 4.—Foreigners 
here are alarmed by the authorities’ 
admission that a widespread plot ex- 
ists for a revolutionary uprising Sept. 
15, to be attended by the sacking of 
the city. An ou.reak of the kind, it 
fs agreed, must inevitably be anti- 
foreign as well as revolutionary. 

With the arrest of twenty Mexicans 
suspected of being leaders in the con- 
spiracy, the police profess to have 
nipped the affair in the bud. Foreign- 
ers doubt it, and the police are still 
uneasy. . 

Washington, Sept. 4.—Americans 
at Cananea are reported in danger 
from Mexican rebels and without suf- 
ficient arms and ammunition. A mes- 
senger from a Dr. Ricketts to General 
W. 8S. Schuyler, said the Americans 
were in desperate straits. In a re- 
report to the war department General 
Schuyler describes the situation along 
the border as critical.

Girls Penned In Blazing Building Have 
Narrow Escape 

Chicago, Sept. 5.—Thirty girls 
were forcea to leap out of second story 
windows to escape death when an ex- 
plosion caused by benzine, vapor 
wrecked a building occupied by a 
dyeing and cleansing establishment. 

Rudolph Spinner, foreman, was 
crushed to death. His body will be 
dug out of the ruins by firemen. One 
girl who jumped was picked up un- 
conscious and both legs fractured. 


ARBITRATION DEMAND 
NOT NOW EXPECTED 


No Toll For Sur Coastwisa 
Too ‘mall 


Washington, Sept. 5.—In diplo- 
matic circles here it is believed that 
the delay by Great Britain in asking 
for arbitration of the free tolls section 
of the Panama canal act is an indica- 
tion that the London foreign office 
eventually will abandon that plan. It 
has been stated that the foreign office 
was withholding formal action pend- 
ing a careful study of the act. 

It is believed that when the British 
government comes to undetstand that 
the free toll provision of the act ap- 
plies only to American  coastwise 
trade, in which British shipping can- 
not participate in ‘any event, the 
reason for an appeal for arbitration 
will disappear. It has been suggested 
that the preliminary steps taken by 
the foreign office to safeguard British 
rights through the canal, by the two 
notes presented by Charge Innes, will 
be regarded as sufficient after all, in- 
tending to deter congress from any 
further effort to extend the free toll 
provision to foreign commerce, in 
which, of course, Great Britain is 
vitally interested.

“Education is teaching a fellow to 
work or it’s no good.” 


Those who are particularly inter- 
ested about schools and not particu- 
larly interested about dynamite 
should read the article on our high 
schools in the Outlook of July 13. 
After thinking over what is said in 
that article I also note that in this 
August number of the Outlook there 
is ‘another letter about schools 
written by a woman, which should 
be read by every prig who thinks 
that by being at a high school or an 
academy, or at Yale or Harvard he 
is a superior animal, far above the 
boys and girls who are earning a 
living by manual labor. 

Let me say that I do not object to 
the highest education possible. There 
is no danger in being educated. It 
is the want of being educated that 
is dangerous. If the young man 
who gets a Harvard diploma has not 
brains enough to know that he has 
beeh living on the manual labor, or 
if you will, the mental labor of 
other people, as the old Scotch 
woman said, “God help the laddie, 
he has nae common sense. 

Before leaving this subject of 
schools, I wish to say that with the 
present hours of labor for boys and 
girls over fourteen years of age, 
there is nothing to hinder them from 
continuing to follow out their gram- 
mar school start in education by 
cultivating a love of learning for its 
own sake. One-half of their leisure 
time spent in this way, but which is 
generally devoted to trifling, not to 
say injurious amusements, would 
make them good citizens, capable of 
enjoying all the good things of 
science, art and literature.’ 


A thing called socialism is being 
written and talked about. I saw a 
letter lately in one of the Lawrence 
papers which said that all of the 
country’s wealth came from labor, 
meaning manual labor. All our 
wealth or any country’s wealth 
comes from the soil, and whether 
labor is getting its rightful share of 
the good things that the earth with 
capital and labor combined (as the 
one is useless without the other) 
produces, is the question to solve.

LARGEST VOTE 
IN EIGHT YEARS 


Choice of All Vermont Officers 
Goes to Legislature 


FIGHT TO GONTINUE THERE 


Full Official Returns Only Increases 
Proportion of Candidates’ Totals— 
State Constitution Gives People 
Right to Instruct Their Representa- 
tives on Legislative Vote—Total 
Vote Recorded In Each County 


White River Junction, Vt., Sept. 
5.—The full report of the balloting in 
Vermont was compiled without alter- 
Ing to any material degree the note- 
worthy success of the Progressive 
movement, the marked increase in the 
Democratic vote or the unusual slump 
in the support given the Republican 
candidates for state offices. 

The unofficial total vote of the state 
for governor reached 65,038, the larg- 
est in a state election in a presidential 
year since 1904, 

There was no election by the peo- 
pie, but a sufficient number of Re- 
publican members of the legislature 
were undoubtedly chosen either Tues- 
day or at the bye elections to insure 
the seating of Allen M. Fietcher of 
Cavendish in October, as well as the 
remainder of the Republican state 
ticket, the lieutenant governor, treas- 
urer, secretary of state, auditor and 
attorney general. 

Although a fight will be made even 
there, as there is a provision in the 
state constitution which reserves to 
the people the right to instruct their 
representatives, and this may be in- 
voked in towns where there is a known 
Progressive sentiment and a Republi- 
can representative hag been elected. 

So that Progressives and Democrats 
express the hope that they can over- 
come Fletcher's lead and prevent his 
election as governor. 

The Democrats carried Caledonia 
and Essex counties and thirty-eight 
towns, and ran up the largest total 
since 1880. 

The Progressives carried Orleans 
county and twenty-one towns. 

The total vote of the state for all 
five candidates was as follows: 

Allen M. Fletcher, Rep. .....26,259 
Harlan B. Howe, Dem. ......20,350 
Fraser Metzger, Prog. ........15,800 
Clement F. Smith, Pro. ...... 1,443 
Fred W. Suitor, Soc. .........1,181

John A. Mead, Rep. .........35,263 
Charles D. Watson, Dem. ....°.17,425 
Edwin R. Toole, Pro. ........ 1,044 


A number of the small towns where 
there was no election for member of 
the legislature Tuesday are still bal- 
loting through the inability of a ma- 
jority of the voters to agree on a can- 
didate. 

It will be some days before the ex- 
act makeup of the legislature is 
known, but estimates made last night 
of sixty-three Republican majority on 
a joint ballot for governor were not 
altered by additional returns. 

The Republicans re-elected both 
their congressmen, Frank L. Greene 
of St. Albans and Frank Plumley of 
Northfield. They carried eleven out 
of fourteen counties and 187 of the 
246 cities and towiis. Their party 
mnajority of 26,817 four years ago and 
of 15,739 two years ago, dwindled to 
a plurality of 5909, the smallest mar- 
gin that a Republican candidate ever 
procured in a presidential year in the 
history of the state.

Nantucket luckily Had Dis- 
charged Passengers 


Baltimore, Sept. 3.—Firemen and 
sailors climbing frantically into her 
rigging, surrounded by a score of tugs 
and fireboats, with her hold vomiting 
smoke and flame, the steamer Nan- 
tucket of the Merchants and Miners’ 
Transporation company, just arrived 
from Boston after having discharged 
her passengers and local cargo, turned 
turtle and sank in a cloud of steam in 
the middle of Baltimore harbor late 
yesterday. 

The tons of water poured into her 
hold in a vain attempt to extinguish 
the flames by the fire fighters caused 
the steamer’s cargo to shift, and she 
turned clean over and sank like a 
pummet, carrying with her two sail- 
ors who were attempting to save 
their few personal belongings. 


SHOE SECRECY DENOUNCED 


Wants to Know If New England Cor- 
porations Control Bench 

Washington, Aug. 3.—Representa- 
tive Norris of Nebraska, a Progres- 
sive, declared that as soon as con- 
gress meets in December he will en- 
deavor to bring an investigation of the 
action of the federal court in Boston 
which has ordered that the case 
against the United Shoe Machinery 
company be heard in private, exclud- 
ing representatives of the press or 
public. He said: 

“It seems very plain to me that if 
this precedent should be allowed to 
stand it might very soon bring about 
an era of star chamber secret sittings 
on the very class of cases concerning 
which the public is most entitled to 
know the facts. 

“The shoe machinery trust is being 
prosecuted as a conspiracy in restraint 
of trade. The government has been 
trying to get the case pushed to an 
early trial, and instead of acquiesc- 
ing the court seems to have been at 
least exceedingly dilatory. 

“There is no precedent for asking a 
private hearing in such a case. The 
United Shoe interest is very wealthy 
and powerful. if we get an investi- 
gation of it, as 1 have no doubt we 
will, I propose to have it develop the 
alliances of this concern with the 
tinancial interests that dominate in 
New England and that are closely con- 
nected with the most powerful ones 
in the nation. 

“I want to know about the activities 
and influences of these business pow- 
erg in politics—in recommending and 
obtaining the appointment of judges 
among other things. 

“It appears it was two or three 
months ago when one judge intimated 
the preference for private hearings in 
this case. Yet no action was taken 
at that time; none was taken until 
within a few hours after congress had 
adjourned. That may be merely a 
coincidence, but it is suggestive co- 
incidence, to say the least. 

“I understand the department of 
justice is simply redhot about this 
whole affair, and I don’t blame it.”

STORM TAKES 
FORTY LIVES 


Destructive Elemants Wip2 Out 
Homes and Industries 


PENNSYLVANIA AGAIN VISITED 


Three States at Their Junction Strick- 
en Once More by Cloudbursts—it Is 
Feared That Time Will Only Reveal 
More Fatalities as Means of Com- 
munication Open Up—Roads Closed 
For Days 


Pittsburg, Sept. 4.—There were 
forty dead as the result of floods in 
western Pennsylvania, West Virginia 
The damage to 
property will not reach over $2,000, - 
000. A number of families are home- 
less, railroad traffic greatly impeded 
and many cities spent night in total 
darkness, both electric and gas plants 
being flooded. 

Among the larger towns which suf- 
fered from the rise of the water were 
Washington, Beaver, Burgettstown, 
Canonsburg, Cherry and Beaver val- 
leys of western Pennsylvania, while 
in West Virginia, Colliers and the 
surrounding territory suffered a great 
loss. 

Fifteen bodies had been recovered 
from debris scattered through the val- 
ley of Harmon's creek, near Colliers, 
W. Va., nine being residents of Col- 
liers and six of MHoliday’s Cove. 
Searching parties are digging in the 
ruins of demolished houses in the hope 
of finding bodies, but in many in- 
stances the rush of water was 80 
strong that it is believed the victims 
were carried away. 

It is estimated that 10,000 acres 
of growing corn has been ruined, 
while thousands of tons of hay floated 
away. we, 

The damage to manufacturing plants 
will be very heavy. In some in- 
stances it will be necessary to install 
new machinery and work will not be 
resumed for days, perhaps weeks. 

The storm was the most devastat- 
ing in the history of the localities 
mentioned. All small streams left 
their banks, spreading over a wide 
territory, while transportation facili- 
ties in all directions from this city 
were practically put out of commis- 
sion. 

The loss of life is appalling, while 
the monetary loss cannot even be esti- 
mated.at this time. After a twenty- 
four hours’ period of excessively hot 
weather, the storm broke. In addi- 
tion to an extraordinary rainfall the 
electricai features were most spec- 
tacular. 

At Colliers, W. Va., where nine 
persons were drowned, a cloudburst 
devastated the valley in which the 
town is situated, Harmon creek over- 
flowing its banks. Houses were swept 
from foundations, railroad tracks were 
torn up for long stretches, and roads 
were eradicated by landslides. 

Colliers seemed to suffer the brunt 
of the storm in West Virginia. Debris 
floated down the creek, piling high at 
Holliday’s Cove, and a score of houses 
were washed away by the gorge. 
More than ten fatalities at Colliers oc- 
curred when these houses were swept 
away. 

The tracks of the Pan Handle rail- 
road for fourteen miles between Bur- 
gettstown and New Cumberland Junc- 
tion were carried from the roadbed. 
The railroad crosses the creek here 
five times and all the bridges were 
wrecked, while the roadway was un- 
dermined. At many places in that 
territory rairload tracks were so badly 
crippled that it is not hoped to re- 
sume operations for a week.

Franklin Worcester _of Hollis was 
unopposed for the Republican nomina- 
tion for governor, as was Samuel D. 
Felker of Rochester, who headed the 
Democratic ticket. 

For the two congressional nomina- 
tions, Cyrus A. Sulloway of Man- 
chester and Frank B. Currier of 
Canaan, the present congressmen, re- 
ceived the Republican nomination un- 
opposed, and Eugene L. Reed of 
Manchester and Raymond B. Stevens 
of Landeff received the unopposed 
Democratic nominations.

Gas-Electric Cars For Railroad Work 


The self-propelled gas-electric car 
grows rapidly in favor among railroad 
men for short line work where it does 
not pay to run steam trains. These 
new cars, the latest development in 
railroading, produce their own electric 
power and combine engine, baggage 
and passenger cars all in one. Run- 
ning under their own power they can 
hurry from station to station, making 
frequent stops, and pick up all the 
passengers and express much cheaper 

. than a steam train could be operated 
for the same work. 

The cars measure 7o ft. § in. long 
and are divided into four compart- 
ments: one for passengers, 33 ft. long; 


smoking compartment, 10 ft. long; 
baggage compartment, 11 ft. long; and 
engine room, 12 ft. long. The entire 
seating capacity of each ear provides 
for 92 passengers and the net weight 
of the car #$ approximately 50 tons. 
The cars aré capable of running about 
60 miles an hour ona level stretch and 
will average 25 to 35 miles per hour 
schedule speed with stops two or 
three miles apart. 

An ordinary 16 in. electric fan con- 
tains 1372 feet of wire. In all there 
are over 750 separate pieces of ma- 
terial used in constructing a fan.
